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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicants provisionally elect claims 11-14 in Paper No. 20040520 filed on August 30, 
2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that search and examination of the 
application could be made without serious burden. This is not found persuasive because, the 
examiner has indicated separate classifications of the subject matter of the respective 
inventions. For purposes of the initial requirement, a serious burden on the examiner may be 
prima facie shown if the examiner shows by appropriate explanation of separate classification, 
or separate status in the art, or a different field of search as defined in MPEP § 808.02. That 
prima facie showing may be rebutted by appropriate showings or evidence by the applicant. 
Applicant's allegation that search and examination of the application could be made without 
serious burden is unsupported by appropriate showings or evidence. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 5, 7-10, and 15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 20040520. 

Inventorship 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (0 or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351 (a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 
122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) 
of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes 
of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a). 

4. Claims 11-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kanno (US 
6,357,423 B1). 

Regarding claim 11, the patent to Kanno teaches a direct injection system including the 
following subject matters: 

a fuel injector (110) for injecting directly a fuel into a combustion chamber (64) [col. 4, 
lines 52-64]; 

an ignition coil (154) for igniting an air-fuel mixture of said combustion chamber (64) [col. 

5. lines 59-67] ; and 

an air-fuel mixture induction device (74) for forming an air-fuel mixture region which 
enable to easily spark at a vicinity of said ignition plug during a starting of said internal 
combustion engine [col. 7, lines 18-65]. 

Regarding claims 12-13, as above discussions and further details in col. 5, lines 19-50. 

Regarding claim 14, as discussed in claim 11.
